Things are getting 
tougher and tougher. 

The war news from the 
western front continues to 
look bad for the Allies, 
and we may as well ex- 
pect a long war. V-E Day 
that we heard so much 
about six months ago 
isn't being mentioned 
very much any more. 


We may expect less butter and fewer 
cigarettes. Cigarettes may have been a 
problem in the past few months, but they 
are going to be a worse problem in the 
months to come. One of the salesmen 
who deliver cigarettes to the Silver 
Kitchen left 25 cartons last week. This 


-week he left 15, and said we could 


expect less next time. 


I hope you all appreciated the efforts 
the War Production Drive Committee 
put into handling your favorite brands 
last week. So far I haven't heard any 
complaints, and that is close to pre- 
nomena. 


Another matter which is tightening up 
is the draft law. The present law, which 
affects men between the ages of 18 to 
38, requires anyone who wishes to leave 
the Plomb Tool Company to report first 
to his Selective Service Board and se- 
cure their permission to change employ- 
ment. Anyone who voluntarily leaves 
the employment for which he was de- 
ferred will be reclassified immediately 
as 1-A by his draft board. This law 
shouldn't have much effect on men who 
stay on the job here, but it certainly is 
putting the heat on those who think 
they can shift around from one job to 
another without any penalty. —
